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REPORT  OF  SELECTMEN 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Merrimac: 

In  submitting  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Select¬ 
men  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1927,  we  be¬ 
lieve  we  are  rendering  an  accounting  of  those  things 
entrusted  to  our  care,  and  the  expenditure  of  the 
money  of  our  Departments  that  will  compare  favor¬ 
ably  with  other  years. 

We  have  endeavored  to  return  as  great  a  value 
as  possible  for  all  expenditures,  and  while  we  con¬ 
sider  it  a  year  of  some  accomplishment,  yet  we 
could  wish  to  have  achieved  greater  results. 

Poor  Department 

We  have  endeavored  to  keep  all  appropriations 
from  being  overdrawn  and  have  succeeded  in  all 
except  the  Poor  Department.  This  is  in  all  proba¬ 
bility  the  hardest  department  that  confronts  the 
Selectmen,  for  in  this  department  we  have  to  deal 
with  human  sorrows,  which  have  come  to  those  who, 
less  fortunate  than  others,  have  been  obliged  to  ask 
for  aid  and  assistance  from  the  citizens  of  the  Town. 
We  regret  that  ,this  Department  has  been  over¬ 
drawn,  but  the  expense  of  this  Department  is  one 
the  citizens  should  look  upon  with  charity,  always 
remembering  that  no  expenditure  is  knowingly 
made  to  the  unworthy. 

Highway  Department 

We  believe  that  the  time  has  come  when  the 
Town  should  have  some  general  program  in  road 
construction. 

With  the  ever  increasing  number  of  automo- 
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biles,  both  locally  and  transient,  and  with  the  in¬ 
creasing  use  of  larger  and  heavier  trucks,  all  roads 
are  receiving  more  and  heavier  traffic;  this  is  es¬ 
pecially  noticeable  in  the  early  Spring  or  during  the 
winter  months,  with  its  freezing  and  thawing,  when 
all  roads  suffer  the  severest  punishment,  necessitat¬ 
ing  each  year  more  and  more  repairs  which  are  of” 
only  a  temporary  nature. 

By  the  use  of  oil,  all  streets  not  of  a  perman¬ 
ent  construction,  are  made  to  withstand  for  a  short 
period  present  usage  and  resist  more  strenuously 
the  effects  of  the  elements. 

This  year  we  expended  more  for  this  treatment 
than  ever  before,  yet  we  were  unable  to  care  for 
the  increasing  demands  in  the  outlying  districts  and 
some  of  these  roads  at  certain  times  of  the  year  are 
almost  if  not  wholly  impassable.  These  must  re¬ 
ceive  a  due  portion  of  attention  and  betterments 
with  the  rest. 

Oiling,  patching  and  scraping  is  an  expense 
that  can  from  year  to  year  decrease,  only  by  wisely 
and  judiciously  building  permanently. 

We  recommend  that  the  town  outline  some 
general  plan  of  permanent  road  construction. 

Permanent  Sidewalks 

This  year  we  have  completed  some  permanent 
sidewalks,  not  as  much  as  should  be  done,  but  as 
conditions  would  enable  us  to  do.  The  tar,  gravel 
and  .cinder  walks  have  been  repaired  as  far  as  pos¬ 
sible  ;  but  this  is  of  no  permanent  construction,  as 
many  of  them  are  only  sidewalks  in  name,  and 
nothing  of  a  lasting  nature  can  be  done  without  co¬ 
operation  from  the  property  owners  and  a  larger 
appropriation  for  permanent  sidwalks. 
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Snow  Removal 

The  expense  of  this  is  always  governed  by  the 
ramount  of  snow  that  falls,  which  no  one  can  fore¬ 
tell.  The  town  equipment  is  in  a  good  condition  to 
meet  emergencies  as  they  may  arise. 

Sidewalks,  Railings  and  Bridges 

We  have  asked  for  an  increase  in  this  appro¬ 
priation,  because  we  feel  that  more  railings  should 
be  put  up  at  Merrimacport,  along  the  banks  of  the 
river  than  has  been  done  in  the  past. 

Town  Office 

We  wish  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  citi¬ 
zens,  the  present  condition  of  the  Town  Office.  As 
you  all  know,  it  is  t’he  only  available  room  in  the 
Town  Hall  for  the  Selectmen,  Assessors,  Treasurer, 
Town  Accountant,  Tax  Collector,  Police  Depart¬ 
ment  and  various  departments  for  the  execution  of 
town  business.  The  amount  of  business  transacted 
is  increasing  continually  in  each  department,  and 
.adequate  provisions  have  not  been  made  from  year 
to  year  to  meet  these  increases.  It  is  important  that 
something  should  be  done  to  obtain  more  room  at 
once,  so  that  the  ordinary  business  of  the  town  may 
be  transacted  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

It  is  very  difficult  for  two  or  more  different  de¬ 
partments  to  work  to  advantage  at  the  same  time, 
in  the  same  office.  This  is  something  that  is  trying 
to  be  done  more  often  than  is  for  the  best  interests 
of  the  town,  and  also  of  the  citizens  and  of  those 
who  happen  to  be  immediately  concerned.

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REPORT  OF  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen — 

Gentlemen : 

As  Chief  of  the  Police  Department  of  the  Town 
of  Merrimac,  I  hereby  submit  the  annual  report  of 
the  Department  for  1927,  together  with  recom¬ 
mendations  for  the  coming  year  of  1928. 

Traffic 

The  traffic  part  of  the  Department  work  is  get¬ 
ting  to  be  the  biggest  question  to  be  faced  and 
handled. 

Merrimac  is  situated  on  a  main  artery  of  traffic, 
is  on  a  through  road  from  the  cities  of  the  Merrimac 
River  Valley  to  the  beaches,  and  also  on  a  highway 
that  accommodates  a  great  deal  of  traffic  from  the 
west  that  is  going  to  the  seashore,  or  the  mountains. 
This  is  transient  traffic  and  means  very  little  finan¬ 
cially  to  this  Department  or  our  Town,  but  never¬ 
theless  must  be  cared  for.  Our  children  and  our 
lives  and  property  need  proper  supervision  and  this, 
especially  during  the  summer,  means  constant  ef¬ 
fort  on  the  part  of  this  Department.  Laws  and 
rules  must  be  enforced  and  those  motorists  who  do 
not  voluntarily  drive  properly  must  be  made  to  do 
so  insofar  as  is  possible. 

This  work  must  be  done  and  must  be  attended 
to,  even  if  the  Department  could  be  spending  its 
time  on  other  work.  The  traffic  is  coming  through 
and  must  be  attended  to,  as  the  saving  of  a  single 
life  of  one  of  our  people  would  more  than  pay  for 
the  expense  of  this  Department  for  years. 
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Special 

Another  matter  that  has  caused  this  Depart¬ 
ment  more  expense  and  work  in  supervising  is  the 
growing  popularity  of  Lake  Attitash.  During  the 
summer  months  its  shore  is  used  for  bathing  by  a 
large  crowd  of  transients  and  it  is  necessary  to  keep 
a  man  on  duty  there  a  great  deal  of  the  time  to  as¬ 
sure  proper  conditions  for  women  and  children. 

Merrimac  has  been  fairly  free  from  crime  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  year  and  may  be  considered  one  of  the 
law  abiding  communities  of  the  State.  I  feel  the 
appointment  of  one  regular  man  last  Spring  has  a 
great  deal  to  do  with  this  condition,  as  the  driving 
of  careless  or  wild  drivers  through  a  town  where 
a  uniformed  man  is  seen  on  duty  has  a  deterant  ef¬ 
fect  on  their  usual  operation. 

We  have  had  several  drunken  driver  cases  in 
the  local  District  Court  this  year  that  actually  re¬ 
turned  no  revenue  to  the  Town  by  way  of  fines,  as 
the  law  states  “all  auto  fines  go  to  the  Common¬ 
wealth”.  In  a  way  this  seems  a  bit  unfair,  but  I 
believe  a  Police  Department  should  be  run  for  the 
protection  of  lives  and  property  and  not  for  a  finan¬ 
cial  showing. 

Regular  Officer 

The  addition  of  Leon  L.  Dow  on  May  1  as  a 
regular  officer  to  the  Police  Department  has  worked 
out  very  satisfactorily,  and  has  given  the  citizens 
much  better  service  and  protection  from  this  De¬ 
partment.  With  increased  work  of  the  Department 
it  is  practically  impossible  to  get  along  with  fewer 
than  the  present  number  of  men. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  held 
in  December  it  was  voted  by  them  to  keep  the  reg¬ 
ular  officer  on  duty  from  January  1  to  Town  Meet¬ 
ing  in  March. 
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Police  Quarters 

I  would  again  call  your  attention  to  the  need 
of  better  accommodations  for  this  Department.  As 
stated  in  my  report  of  1926,  the  office  now  used  in 
conjunction  with  other  departments  allows  no  pri¬ 
vacy,  which  is  absolutely  necessary  to  the  proper 
parrying  on  of  this  Department,  and  the  cell  room 
has  been  referred  to  as  a  relic  of  the  dark  ages. 
Representatives  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  have 
inspected  this  room  and  called  attention  to  the  law 
which  does  not  allow  the  confinement  of  prisoners 
in  basements,  unless  certain  sanitary  conditions  are 
complied  with. 

t 

Recommendations  for  1928 

I  would  ask  that  an  appropriation  of  $4,700.00 
be  made  for  this  Department  for  1928,  which  allows 
for  the  pay  of  one  regular  man,  in  addition  to  the 
Chief,  and  for  the  employment  of  reserve  men  when 
needed,  as  well  as  for  other  regular  expenses  con¬ 
nected  with  the  Department. 

I  would  recommend  that  an  addition  be  built 
on  the  rear  of  the  Town  Hall  building,  that  would 
accommodate  this  Department  with  cells  and  office 
room  on  the  same  floor. 

I  hereby  further  submit  the  itemized  report  of 
the  work  of  the  Department  for  1927.

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REPORT  ON  THE  MERRIMAC  TOWN  FOREST 

TO  JAN.  1,  1928 


This  being  the  first  printed  report  of  our  forest 
enterprise,  the  committee  thought  it  wise  to  cover 
the  period  when  it  was  first  started  to  the  present 
time. 

There  was  an  article  placed  in  the  Town  War¬ 
rant  by  request  of  the  State  Forestry  Department 
for  the  annual  town  meeting  held  March  5,  1923. 
At  that  meeting  a  committee  was  appointed  to  con¬ 
sider  the  feasibility  of  establishing  a  town  forest. 
The  committee  appointed  was  Frank  N.  Rand,  Ed¬ 
gar  F.  Sargent,  Charles  R.  Ford,  James  T.  Colgan 
and  Willard  T.  Kelley. 

At  the  special  town  meeting,  Dec.  11,  1923, 
after  the  report  of  this  committee,  it  was  voted  to 
establish  a  town  forest  on  the  lines  suggested  by  the 
committee.  They  recommended  the  purchase  of 
the  Hoyt  property  on  Church  street  of  about  seven¬ 
ty  acres,  and  the  setting  aside  of  the  tract  on  East 
Main  street  used  as  a  water  shed  of  about  thirty 
acres  as  a  town  forest. 

To  make  this  taking  legal,  the  selectmen  were 
directed  to  place  in  the  Warrant  at  the  next  annual 
town  meeting  an  article  in  legal  form  to  confirm  the 
vote  for  the  establishing  of  the  town  forest.  At  the 
annual  town  meeting,  March  3,  1924,  it  was  voted 
by  more  than  a  two-thirds  vote  that  this  action  be 
confirmed,  and  the  sum  of  $950.00  was  appropriat¬ 
ed  to  purchase  the  Hoyt  property  on  Church  street, 
and  the  same  committee  was  continued  to  carry  on. 
This  committee  was  also  continued  in  office  at  the 
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annual  meeting  March  2,  1925,  and  by  common  con¬ 
sent  was  in  office  in  1926.  During  all  this  time 
Frank  N.  Rand  served  as  chairman  and  Willard  T. 
Kelley  as  secretary. 

The  Legislature  in  1926  passed  a  law  to  take 
effect  in  1927  that  the  selectmen  in  each  town  where 
a  town  forest  had  been  established  should,  before 
the  first  day  of  July  1927,  appoint  three  men  to 
serve  as  a  committee  to  have  charge  of  the  town 
forest,  one  to  be  elected  for  three  years,  one  for  two 
years,  and  one  for  one  year;  and  each  year  there¬ 
after  one  should  be  elected  for  a  term  of  three 
years.  The  selectmen  in  1927  to  carry  out  this  law 
elected  Charles  R.  Ford  for  three  years,  James  T. 
Colgan  for  two  years  and  Frank  N.  Rand  for  one 
year.  This  committee  met  soon  after  they  were 
elected  and  chose  Frank  N.  Rand  as  chairman  and 
James  Colgan  as  secretary. 

The  original  committee  gave  much  time  to  the 
town  forest  work  and  because  of  this  an  early  and 
favorable  start  was  made  in  setting  out  trees.  In 
1924,  12,500  white  pines  were  set  out.  Of  this  num¬ 
ber,  5,000  four  year  old  pines  were  set  out  by  men 
furnished  by  the  State  without  cost  to  the  town. 
7500  three  year  old  pines  were  set  out  by  men  un¬ 
der  the  direction  of  Charles  R.  Ford.  All  these 
trees  were  furnished  by  the  State  free  to  the  town. 

In  1925,  15,000  trees  were  set  out,  all  furnished 
free  to  the  town.  This  work  entailed  a  heavy  task 
on  Mr.  Ford  and  his  men.  One  day  the  young  peo¬ 
ple  of  the  town  were  asked  to  help  in  the  planting 
and  a  large  number  responded  and  several  hundred 
trees  were  set  by  both  young  and  older  residents  of 
the  town.  That  year  were  set  7,000  four  year  old 
white  pines,  2,000  three  year  Scotch  pines,  2,000 
three  year  Austrian  pines,  2,000  four  year  Norway 
spruce,  and  2,000  three  year  Japanese  red  pines. 
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In  1926  no  trees  were  available  from  the  State 
and  none  were  set  out. 

In  the  year  1927,  4,000  four  year  old  white 
pines  were  planted  and  1000  three  year  red  pines, 
making  a  total  of  32,500  trees  set  out  to  date. 

A  portion  of  the  Hoyt  property  has  a  growth 
of  wood,  some  of  which  has  been  cut,  and  there  is 
more  that  needs  cutting  soon  that  the  young  pines 
coming  in  may  have  a  chance  to  grow. 

In  addition  to  the  $950.00  paid  for  the  Hoyt 
•  land,  there  has  been  paid  out  for  planting  trees  and 
cutting  wood,  the  following  sums: —

COMMITTEE 


The  School  Committee  respectfully  submit  the  fol¬ 
lowing  report: 

After  the  election  in  March  of  Dr.  Frederick  E. 
Sweetsir  as  a  member,  the  Committee  organized 
with  Willard  T.  Kelly,  Chairman  and  Harry  A. 
Pease,  Secretary  and  Purchasing  Agent. 

We  feel  that  the  last  year  has  been  very  sat¬ 
isfactory  as  a  whole.  While  we  have  as  usual  lost 
some  good  teachers  by  their  being  able  to  secure 
larger  salaries  in  other  places  than  we  could  pay, 
we  feel  that  we  have  had  a  very  good  teaching 
force. 

Two  outstanding  losses  were  Miss  Dorothy 
Dixon,  teacher  of  English  in  the  High  School,  whose 
place  is  being  very  ably  filled  by  Miss  Constance 
Witherell  of  Taunton,  and  Frank  A.  Robinson,  for¬ 
mer  Principal  of  our  Junior  High,  who  is  succeeded 
by  Chester  G.  Wickett  of  Oldtown,  Maine.  Mr. 
Wickett  is  holding  up  the  high  standard  set  by  Mr. 
Robinson. 

Drawing  and  music  deserve  especial  attention. 
With  Miss  Annie  Kelly  as  special  teacher  of  draw¬ 
ing  and  Douglas  A.  Porel  in  charge  of  music  we  are 
fortunate  in  having  instruction  of  a  high  order  in 
these  subjects.  With  only  one  teacher  for  a  subject 
in  all  the  grades  and  High  School,  only  a  short  time 
can  be  allotted  to  each  grade.  Nevertheless,  we  are 
having  very  good  results  from  both  of  these  studies. 

We  hope  the  Town  will  take  some  action  at  the 
annual  meeting  in  March  on  the  proposition  brought 
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up  at  the  last  annual  meeting  in  regard  to  purchas¬ 
ing  a  tract  of  land  for  school  purposes.  It  will  be 
a  matter  of  comparatively  few  years  only,  when  our 
present  school  buildings  will  be  obsolete  and  it 
seems  good  business  policy  to  look  ahead. 

Our  present  school  grounds  are  practically  des¬ 
titute  of  playground  facilities  and  a  tract  of  land 
owned  by  the  Town  somewhere  near  the  center 
would  be  of  inestimable  value  to  the  youth  of  the 
Town.  ..  .  . 

During  the  last  year  we  have  had  the  High 
School  painted  and  we  think  all  will  agree  that  it 
brightens  up  the  whole  neighborhood.  We  were 
also  obliged  to  put  up  two  new  ceilings  and  do  con¬ 
siderable  repairing  on  the  furnaces. 

We  have  installed  modern  toilet  facilities  in 
the  basement  of  the  Prospect  School,  for  which  the 
Town  voted  a  special  appropriation  of  $1,000.00. 
We  discovered  while  doing  this  work  that  the  furn¬ 
ace  was  completely  worn  out  and  we  were  obliged 
to  install  a  new  one.  We  also  cemented  the  floor 
and  installed  a  work  bench  where  the  pupils  can 
obtain  some  practice  in  manual  training. 

During  the  epidemic  of  infantile  paralysis  we 
considered  it  best  to  close  the  schools,  three  weeks 
in  the  grades  and  two  in  High  School.  While  we 
were  not  as  hard  hit  as  some  of  the  surrounding 
communities,  notably  Haverhill,  we  felt  that  it  was 
far  better  to  lose  the  schooling  than  to  take  any 
chances  of  our  young  people  contracting  this  dread 
disease. 

As  the  State  law  compels  us  to  keep  the  grade 
schools  in  session  165  days  and  the  High  School  180 
days,  it  looked  as  though  we  would  be  obliged  to 
keep  school  into  July.  This  will  probably  not  be 
necessary,  however,  as  the  Commissioner  of  Educa¬ 
tion  has  a  bill  before  the  Legislature  which  if  passed 
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will  allow  him  to  suspend  these  rules  in  case  of  the 
closing  of  schools  on  account  of  epidemics. 

We  feel  grateful  to  Stanley  Wood  Post  of  the 
American  Legion,  for  the  gift  of  a  piano  which  we 
have  placed  in  Mrs.  Kingsbury’s  room  at  the  Cen¬ 
ter  School.  It  will  materially  assist  Mr.  Porel  in  the 
instruction  in  music.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Merrimac,  Mass., 
Gentlemen: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  herewith  a  short  report 
on  conditions  in  the  school  system. 

Teachers 

Four  resignations  from  teachers  of  outstanding 
personalities  have  occurred  during  the  year.  The 
first  withdrawal  was  that  of  Mrs.  Pearl  C.  Van  Hou- 
ten  in  the  February  vacation.  As  a  substitute  had 
to  be  secured  on  short  notice,  Miss  Dora  Lutts  who 
was  working  for  an  advance  degree  in  the  Social 
Sciences  in  Boston  University  was  given  a  trial  for 
six  weeks.  Then  Miss  Evelyn  E.  Kellett  of  Law¬ 
rence  was  employed  as  a  substitute  for  the  remain¬ 
der  of  the  school  year.  Miss  Kellett,  who  is  a  grad¬ 
uate  of  Colby  College,  was  engaged  later  for  the 
school  year  beginning  in  September. 

The  next  resignation,  also  from  the  High 
School,  was  from  Miss  Dorothy  Dixon  of  the  Eng¬ 
lish  Department.  After  two  years  of  successful 
work  with  us,  Miss  Dixon  secured  a  position  near 
Boston  at  a  higher  salary.  This  vacancy  was  filled 
by  the  election  of  Miss  Constance  D.  Withered  of 
Taunton,  Mass.  Miss  Withered  who  is  a  gradu¬ 
ate  of  Boston  University  in  the  class  of  1927  is  a 
young  woman  of  excellent  personality  and  of  natu¬ 
ral  aptitude  for  teaching. 

The  end  of  the  school  year  also  brought  the  res¬ 
ignation  of  Miss  Ruth  Pugsley  from  the  fifth  grade 
of  the  Centre  School  after  only  one  year  of  service 
with  us.  This  vacancy  was  filled  by  the  election  of 
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Mrs.  Sadie  McKenzie  of  Amesbury  who  was  after 
the  opening  of  the  Fall  Term  transferred  to  Grade 
IV.  and  Mrs.  Sawyer  put  in  charge  of  Grade  V. 

In  August  Mr.  Frank  A.  Robinson  who  for  two 
and  a  half  years  had  been  principal  of  the  Prospect 
School  or  Junior  High  School  resigned  to  become 
principal  of  the  Jackman  and  Brown  Schools  in 
Newburyport  at  an  advance  of  about  five  hundred 
dollars  in  salary.  His  leadership  of  the  boys  and 
girls  of  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  at  the  Junior 
High  made  a  great  success  of  the  reorganization 
plan  put  into  effect  two  years  ago  last  September. 

His  successor  is  Mr.  Chester  D.  Wickett,  a  grad¬ 
uate  of  the  Colorado  State  Teachers  College  and  a 
native  of  Maine. 

In  June  leave  of  absence  was  granted  to  Miss 
Rose  Schifino  of  the  Junior  High  School  for  about 
two  and  a  half  months  in  the  fall  term  in  order  that 
she  might  take  a  trip  to  Europe.  As  a  substitute 
for  her,  Miss  Zella  W.  Hardy  of  Georgetown  was 
secured. 

» 

The  educational  advantages  of  the  present 
teaching  force  is  worthy  of  a  word  of  comment.  No 
teacher  above  the  sixth  grade  has  had  less  than  four 
years  study  beyond  High  School.  The  seven  teach¬ 
ers  in  the  Senior  and  Junior  High  Schools  are  from 
six  different  educational  institutions  as  follows: 
Bates  College,  two;  Colby  College  and  Boston  Uni¬ 
versity,  one  each;  Salem  Normal,  Bridgewater  Nor¬ 
mal  and  Colorado  State  Teachers  College,  all  in  four 
year  courses,  one  each.  The  two  Junior  High  teach¬ 
ers  have  visited  Europe.  Mr.  Wickett  has  traveled 
more  than  most  young  men  while  getting  his  educa¬ 
tion.  He  has  studied  at  the  University  of  London 
and  seen  something  of  Europe.  Miss  Schifino  this 
fall  went  on  one  of  the  American  Legion  trips  to 
Europe. 
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Of  the  seven  teachers  in  the  first  six  grades,  five 
have  completed  two  year  normal  courses  as  follows: 
Salem  Normal,  three  teachers;  Castine  Normal  and 
Lesley  Normal  one  each.  This  makes  twelve  of  the 
fourteen  regular  teachers  who  are  Normal  or  Col¬ 
lege  graduates. 

The  remaining  two  teachers  are  secondary 
school  graduates  with  long  teaching  experience  and 
with  summer  school  attendance  to  their  credit. 

Improvements 

The  outstanding  improvement  is  the  installa¬ 
tion  of  first  class  toilets  at  the  Junior  High  School 
in  place  of  the  old  outdoor  toilets  which  in  past 
years  have  sometimes  been  in  a  condition  to  menace 
decency,  health,  and  morals. 

While  the  toilet  was  being  put  in,  a  cement 
floor  was  laid  in  the  whole  basement,  which  makes 
it  possible  to  use  space  here  for  practical  arts  club 
work. 


New  Books 

Several  sets  of  new  books  have  been  bought 
especially  for  the  Junior  High  School  and  the  grade 
schools. 

Music 

The  musical  work  has  been  continued  under 
the  direction  of  Mr.  Douglas  A.  Porell.  Excellent 
results  are  being  obtained  in  all  grades.  The  sing¬ 
ing  at  the  graduating  exercises  and  other  public  en¬ 
tertainments  has  been  very  creditable. 

Drawing 

The  art  work  in  the  schools  has  been  under  the 
direction  of  Miss  Annie  A.  Kelley.  An  interesting 
exhibition  of  her  work  was  held  in  the  Centre  build¬ 
ing  near  the  close  of  the  school  year  last  June  which 
was  very  creditable  to  Miss  Kelley  and  her  pupils. 
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Several  sheets  were  selected  from  this  exhibit  and 
sent  to  the  Topsfield  Fair. 

Attendance 

The  average  membership  for  the  school  year 
was  415,  which  is  about  15  less  than  for  1926.  69,- 

840  days  of  schooling  was  furnished.  The  per  cent 
of  attendance  was  95.6  which  is  the  highest  for 
many  years.  Forty-nine  pupils  were  not  absent 
during  the  school  year  ending  last  June.  Of  this 
number,  three  pupils  had  not  been  absent  for  five 
years,  three  more  pupils  had  not  been  absent  for 
three  years  and  five  other  pupils  had  finished  the 
second  year  without  absence  from  school. 

The  Centre  Fifth  Grade  had  the  highest  per 
cent  of  attendance  for  the  school  year  97.3  while 
the  Merrimacport  and  the  J.  H.  S.  Grade  Eight  were 
next  to  the  highest  with  97  %  attendance. 

A  list  of  pupils  not  absent  over  five  days  dur¬ 
ing  the  year  has  been  made.  This  contains  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  forty  names.  Commendable  Attendance 
is  awarded  to  these  pupils.

The  attendance  (96.4%)  for  the  fall  term  is 
the  second  highest  it  has  been  for  the  same  corre¬ 
sponding  period  in  this  decade.  The  school  is  in 
Class  A,  approved  by  the  State  Board  of  Education; 
and  our  certificate  is  accepted  by  the  New  England 
Entrance  Certificate  Board. 

Although  we  lost  three  weeks  in  the  fall  term 
on  account  of  the  infantile  paralysis  epidemic,  sev¬ 
eral  of  the  classes  are  as  far  advanced  in  their  work 
as  at  this  time  of  last  year.  This  may  be  due  to  one 
or  both  of  two  things;  better  grouping  in  the  classes 
or  the  study  period  which  we  have  before  school  in 
the  morning  and  at  noon.  This  fact  speaks  well  for 
both  the  teachers  and  the  student  body. 

The  usual  activities  have  been  carried  on  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  year.  For  one  week  in  November,  the 
school  put  through,  quite  successfully,  a  magazine 
campaign,  initiated  by  the  Crowell  Publishing  Co. 
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The  money  obtained  was  divided  (1-3  and  2-3)  be¬ 
tween  purchasing  victrola  records  for  Mr.  Porell’s 
history  and  appreciation  of  music  course  in  the 
school  and  for  the  athletic  association. 

The  $15.00  given  to  the  school  by  the  class  of 
1926  has  been  used  as  a  part  payment  on  a  dupli¬ 
cator.  Thanks  to  the  School  Board,  the  balance  has 

been  received  and  forwarded  to  the  A.  B.  Dick 

* 

Company.  This  duplicator  can  be  used  for  print¬ 
ing  tickets,  programs,  miscellaneous  notices  and 
papers  used  in  the  routine  of  the  school,  and  pos¬ 
sibly  for  the  publishing  of  the  school  paper.
